The memorial pictured above 
is one of scores throughout the 
country. It stands in Boston. The 
city in which Franklin rose from 
printer’s devil to fame, Phila­ 
delphia, is the place of his burial. 
A marble slab marks his final 
resting place, which is a shrine 
revered by the nation which he 
helped to found.
